Lack of financial responsibility of 
drivers of motor vehicles involved 
in accidents is a distressing phase 
of Pennsylvania’s accident record, 
according to the Pennsylvania Mo­ 
tor Federation, with which the Get­ 
tysburg Motor club Is affiliated, 
which made public the results of a 
survey showing that the number of 
insured vehicles is constantly de­ 
creasing. 
The survey was made through 
eighty-five local clubs by the fed­ 
eration, which has made efforts to 
have legislation enacted to establish 
the responsibility of drivers, and its 
revelations, according to S. Edward | 
Gable, president of the organiza­ 
tion, are “disturbing." 
"They are disturbing because they 
reveal th at the automobile driver is 
taking a chance with approximately 
three of every four cars he meets on 
the road," he said, "He lias but one 
chance in four of obtaining a satis­ 
factory settlem ent in an accident 
for which some one else is to blame. 
“Some of our clubs report a ratio 
of one insured or otherwise finan­ 
cially responsible driver out of every 
six involved in crashes during the j 
last six months. 
"We hope this situation will be i 
remedied at the 1933 session of the , 
legislature. 
Pennsylvania has been I 
desultory in facing this issue and ! 
correcting it.” 
The federation, he said, believes 
it is unnecessary to compel motor­ 
ists to carry insurance, but is work­ 
ing on a bill, the provisions of which 
include revocation of license and 
cancellation of registration for any 
motorist involved in a crash through 
violation of tile motor code, unless 
he could prove himself financially 
responsible.
